ARCATA - A report prepared by an outside in- 
vestigator has concluded that City Councilmem- 
ber Brett Watson sexually harassed a married fe- 
male city staff member in September, 2021. That 
incident followed a pattern of inappropriate con- 
duct which the report says was “motivated by his 
romantic interest” in the employee. 

Broadly, the report describes an elected official 
spiraling into erratic, obsessive and bullying be- 
havior, fueled by personal tragedy and mental ill- 
ness and further amplified by substance abuse. The 
victim consistently declines his advances, attempts 
to set boundaries and guide him back to function- 
ality while spending enormous time and effort 
“buffering” the city and staff from his excesses. 

No physical assaults are mentioned, though 
the harassed employee was expected to provide 
Watson with lengthy and inappropriate hugs 
when meeting at City Hall. 

“It is also undisputed that Watson abused

Dated April 12 and prepared by Bala Cynwyd, 
Penn.-based Kramer Workplace Investigations, 
the long-awaited, 600-page report commis- 
sioned by the City of Arcata follows an inves- 
tigation that was first mentioned following the 
City Council’s vote of “no confidence” in Watson 
last October. It was obtained via a April 26 Pub- 
lic Records Act request filed with the city by the 
Mad River Union. The frequently redacted 28- 
page report is based on witness interviews plus 
text and email messages, and includes lengthy

appendices consisting of email and text messag- 
es between Watson and other city personnel. 

The report at times reads like notes passed be- 
tween high schoolers, other times like a soap op- 
era and in the aggregate, tells an increasingly un- 
nerving tale of obsession and near-stalking, with 
one person’s reckless misbehavior taking a toll on 
many other individuals as well as city business. 

Councilmember Brett Watson offered the fol- 
lowing comments: 

“T received a copy of the investigation on May 
Ath after the rest of the council had access to it 
for over a week. I haven’t had a chance to review 
it in its entirety. 

“IT made myself available to the investigator 
for several months. The staff worked with the 
investigator to deny me reasonable accommo- 
dations per an email sent from the staff to the 
investigator on February 10th.

Unpaid Arcata utility bills go 
to collections after May 31 


City oF ARCATA 

ARCATA — The City of Arcata would like to remind 
the community that the moratorium on water service 
lock-offs for non-payment ended on Dec. 31, 2021. This 
moratorium was put in place by the State of California 
due to the COVID-19 state of emergency. 

The City’s Finance Department will begin to send all 
past due utility balances of $50 or greater billed through 
April to collections on Wednesday, June 1. To avoid a 
past due balance being sent to collections, residents 
must pay their balance no later than Tuesday, May 31. 

The Finance Department will not be accepting pay- 
ment plans in order to avoid collections at this time, 
however Financial Credit Network (FCN) will offer a 
payment plan option. FCN will also withhold credit re- 
porting on these active accounts for one year. The city 
will resume water lock-offs for all past due balances af- 
ter July 1, 2022. 

Residents that are unable to pay in full by May 31 
will be contacted by FCN directly to schedule a payment 
plan. Residents will be responsible for paying their past 
due balance to FCN, and current charges to the City of 
Arcata. Residents that fail to pay their upcoming May 
bill will be subject to city late fees and lock-off.

“We know the whack-a- 
mole sort of issue that sur- 
rounds the war on drugs,” 
he said, adding that “the 
biggest issue tends to be 
what’s going on in people’s 
lives.” 

Wilson also suggested 
that Fentanyl is coming 
into Humboldt from a va- 
riety of locations. 

In response, Honsal 
said there are obvious 
links between drug sales in 
San Francisco and those in 
Humboldt County. 

“If we weren't seeing this

job holding these 
people account- 
able” and said the letter is 
a heads-up to dealers. 

“We're telling them that 
we're following them down 
there,” said Honsal. 

Wilson reiterated his 
concerns and noted Hum- 
boldt’s own reputation.

ruce Miller, born July 10, 1943 in 
Buses Montana, was a man 

with a lot of passion and strength. 
He fought off two bouts of cancer — 2004 
(throat), 2018 (bladder). His third bout 
with esophagus cancer took his strength 
and his life. 

Bruce went to his heaven peacefully on 
Easter Sunday. His last clear words spoken 
were, “Alexa. Shut me down.” His wish was 
granted prior to midnight April 17, 2022. 

Predeceased by his parents, Frederick 
Alton Miller and Mary Holmes Green Mill- 
er born in Montana, Bruce traveled with 
his family to Dunsmuir, California when he 
was two months old. His father worked for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad from Klam- 
ath Falls, Oregon to Dunsmuir, California. 

At Dunsmuir, Bruce attended kindergar- 
ten in the office of the housing project where 
they lived. He was not the easiest child to 
nurture — always into mischief in school that 
drove the teachers wild. His dog always fol- 
lowed him to school. His mother was called 
in for a conference. The teacher said it was 
okay for his dog to stay, but Bruce was the 
problem. She needed help in how to handle 
him. His Dad called him “bucket head” a 
nickname that stuck in the family. 

At the age of 7 Bruce lost his father in a 
railroad accident. The family moved to Ger- 
ber where Bruce attended Gerber grammar 
school and participated in 4-H and other 
youth activities. He had a pig called Lila. 
Bruce attended Los Molinos High School 
where he was active in FFA with a pig called 
Elvis. Living in the country Bruce was able 
to get a driver’s license at 14 12 yrs. of age. 

Bruce nearly didn’t graduate high 
school as he’d thrown the janitor’s broom 
up in a tree. His Mom was called to school 
again. After thinking about it, Bruce was al- 
lowed to graduate as the teachers dreaded 
the thought of him returning the follow- 
ing year. Reluctantly, his mother signed 
for Bruce to join the U.S. Navy after high 
school at the age of 17 as he planned to join 
anyway on his 18th birthday. By joining at 
17 he served the minority cruise of a three- 
year stint instead of four years. He was 
proud of this military service that opened 
his eyes to traveling. Bruce sailed on the 
U.S.S. Midway aircraft carrier to Hawaii, 
Philippines and Japan. 


Four months out of the Navy found 
Bruce attending Shasta College under the 
GI bill and working at U.S. Plywood in An- 
derson, California. He and a friend Garnett 
decided to take a weekend trip to the coast 
where he met Rowetta Stapp. They were 
attracted to each other, 
discovered their love for 
dance, and after that first 
wild weekend together 
their love blossomed into 
a marriage August 7, 1965. 

Bruce moved to Eureka 
and worked in the woods 
setting choker for a short 
time prior to beginning 
work during the startup of 
the pulp mill in Samoa. He 
worked 30 days straight 
after their wedding. Bruce 
and Rowetta’s first home 
was a 40-foot trailer until 
they moved to Redding in 
1966 where Bruce returned to Shasta Col- 
lege.

Third son Cedric was born 
the year Bruce received his teaching cre- 
dential in 1972. 

Bruce decided teaching was not for him. 
He loved being a heavy equipment operator, 
and he took pride in driving the road grader 
for Simpson/Green Diamond where he had 
worked for over forty years prior to his re- 
tirement in 2011. When Rowetta’s parents 
passed, Bruce and Rowetta were able to take 
on the work of the homestead in Showers 
Pass known as Bootjack Timber. 

After living in a doublewide mobile for 9 
1/ years, and raising three sons, more space 
was needed. Good spirits followed Bruce 
and Rowetta as they discovered ideal Field- 
brook property in 1976 that was for sale.

They had a home built and became active 
in the community. Bruce was a 4-H leader 
over 25 years. Swine and fairs were his spe- 
cialty. He began what’s known as the Pig- 
Out Ranch and raised pigs for many years. 

He was active with a variety of his sons’ 
activities —4-H, FFA, soccer, football, base- 
ball, basketball, drama, and wrestling. Lat- 
er, he loved attending the HSU girls’ soft- 
ball games. Sons being off to college out of 
the area, and in other 
countries, created more 
places to travel. Many 
trips were taken. 

Great travel adven- 
tures were to Alaska, 
Canada, Caribbean, 
Mexico, Panama Canal, 
Costa Rica, Hawaii, Swe- 
den, Norway, Scotland, 
England, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Swit- 
zerland, Liechtenstein, 
Czech Republic, Slo- 
vakia, Portugal, Spain, 
Russia, Estonia, South 
Korea, Italy, Turkey, Taiwan, England, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South America, Fiji 
Islands, Argentina, and Brazil. Also trip 
by train across United States to New York 
was an adventure right after Bruce’s truck’s 
brakes locked up, and he rolled down over 
the bank on Gordon Road in Showers Pass. 

Bruce’s life never slowed with travels to 
see the world. Alaska was the first of many 
cruises. Bruce liked unpacking only once 
until his last cruise when Rowetta became 
ill and they were put off the ship in Bra- 
zil.

Bruce was a kind man, husband, and com- 
munity-oriented person who went out of 
his way to help everyone he knew. 

He desired to have his love and thanks 
expressed to all the great nurses and doc- 
tors who saw him through difficult times 
over the last two years.

Bruce and Rowetta’s last dance together 
was at the Fieldbrook Market & Eatery lo- 
cated in the community they hold dear in 
their hearts.

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Arcata Fire looks to better align 
its name with its service area

McKINLEYVILLE/ARCATA = 
The Arcata Fire District may change 
its name in an effort to better in- 
form the public about the commu- 
nities it serves. The district serves a 
62-square-mile area that includes 
McKinleyville, Arcata, Bayside, Ma- 
nila and Jacoby Creek. 

However, when supporters of the 
fire district have campaigned in the 
past for funding measures, they’ve 
discovered that is common for people 
to mistakenly think that the district 
only serves Arcata. 

“A new name would express be- 
longing to a large geographical area 
that serves several communities vs a 
single name that suggest one commu- 
nity,” wrote Fire Chief Justin McDon- 
ald in a report to the district’s Board 
of Directors. “A name change may 
assist with a new attitude, that of a 
department that is moving forward.” 

The district board was scheduled 
to discuss the name change at its 
meeting Tuesday, May 10, held after 
the Union went to press. 

McDonald included a list of poten- 
tial new names. They include Hum- 


boldt Fire District #5, Mad River 
Fire District, North Bay Fire District, 
North Coast Fire District, Northern 
Humboldt Fire District, Redwood 
Empire Fire District and Redwood 
Coast Fire District. 

According to McDonald, the vol- 
unteer fire department, which dates 
back to 1884, has changed its name 
seven times. The district, established 
in 1944, was originally called Hum- 
boldt Fire District #5. 

In his report, McDonald included 
a list of California fire departments 
with names similar to those on his 
list of potential names, but noted 
that none of them include the words 
“North Coast” or “Mad River.” 

It’s not clear all of the expenses that 
would come from a name change, but 
when the idea was suggested in 2014, 
the district budgeted $10,000 to pay 
for new badges, patches, vehicle door 
decals, station signs, uniforms, sta- 
tionery, a website and Facebook up- 
date and fees associated with state 
and county paperwork. 

If the board sets the name change 
as a goal, then there would be a pro- 
cess set up for public input and decid- 
ing which name to use. 


McKMAC getting into the weeds, arteries

McKINLEYVILLE —- Over- 
grown weeds on School Road and 
the possibility of McKinleyville 
Avenue connecting to the major 
arterial may be discussed at an 
upcoming meeting of the McKin- 
leyville Municipal Advisory Com- 
mittee (McKMAC.) 

The county advisory commit- 
tee briefly discussed the topics at 
its April 27 meeting, which was 
originally dedicated what was ex- 
pected to be a lengthy discussion 
about the McKinleyville Town 
Center Ordinance. However, that 
agenda item was pulled. 

Supervising Planner Michael 
Richardson explained to the 
committee that Planning Direc- 
tor John Ford is busy rewriting a 
new, simplified draft of the ordi- 
nance and needed more time. 

The document is tentatively 
scheduled to be discussed at the 
Wednesday, May 27 meeting of 
the McKMAC. The meetings are 
now hybrid, and can be attend- 
ed in person at 6 p.m. at Azalea 
Hall, 1620 Pickett Rd. in McKin- 
leyville or via Zoom. The agen- 
da and Zoom link are typically 


posted at humboldtgov.org/238/ 
McKinleyville-Municipal-Advi- 
sory-Committ the Friday before 
each meeting. 

At a future meeting, yet to be 
decided but possibly in June, the 
committee will discuss School 
Road, one of the major roadways 
connecting Central Avenue to 
U.S. Highway 101. One issue is 
the overgrown weeds alongside 
the road and in the median strip. 

Committee member Greg Ors- 
ini said that perhaps the Board 
of Supervisors could formally re- 
quest that county Public Works 
have a specific schedule for mow- 
ing and cutting weeds along the 
roadway. 

“Greg, I think it’s a great idea,” 
responded Fifth District Super- 
visor Steve Madrone, who said 
that he has previously worked on 
cutting weeds along School Road 
himself and it took him five week- 
ends to get the job done. 

A committee member asked 
Madrone is if there is anything 
that can be done about the roads 
in the Calville portion of McKin- 
leyville. Calville is located on the 
east side of town off Sutter Road. 

The roads are full of potholes 


and standing water. 

Madrone explained that the 
area was developed “willy nil- 
ly” years ago without much of a 
plan. The roads and homes were 
placed on wetlands. And most of 
the roads in the area are private, 
with property lines extending to 
the middle of the roads. 

The county cannot legally 
pay for improvements to private 
property. 

Madrone called the situation 
“super complicated.” 

Another issue the commit- 
tee may discuss at an upcoming 
meeting is connecting McKin- 
leyville Avenue to School Road. 
McKinleyville Avenue now dead 
ends at its south end. There is un- 
developed privately owned land 
between the end of McKinleyvile 
Avenue and the roundabout on 
School Road. 

Years ago, a developer received 
approval to subdivide the proper- 
ty for a housing development. As 
part of that project, the builder 
would have been required to build 
a road connecting McKinleyville 
Avenue and School Road. The 
subdivision was never built and 
the permits have now expired.

with staff on April 5th to reiterate my 
availability and that I had not been 
contacted by the investigator. I was 
never contacted by the investigator. 

“From the very beginning I’ve 
been denied due process and reason- 
able accommodations. 

“T’ve never harassed anyone in my 
life and I’ve worked tirelessly for the 
residents of Arcata. 

“Tl likely make further comment af- 
ter I’ve been able to completely review 
the report and additional documents. 

“Tm grateful to the public for their 
continued support over the last sever- 
al months.” 

Stated Mayor Stacy Atkins-Sala- 
zar: “The City takes all the findings 
in the investigations seriously and 
intends to address them in a special 
meeting on Tuesday, May 17 at 6 p.m. 
Until that time, we do not feel it is 
appropriate to discuss as it is a confi- 
dential personnel matter.” 

As an elected official, Watson can’t be 
fired for misconduct. However, he can 
be recalled or voted out of office, and is 
could be subject to legal consequences if 
misconduct is proven in court. 

Though he wasn’t interviewed 
for the investigation, that could still 
happen. “The investigation report 
describes the investigator’s efforts to 
interview Councilmember Watson,” 
Atkins-Salazar said. “He still may be 
interviewed if that is his desire.” 

Mysteries revealed 

The Kramer report gives clarifying 
context to some of the council’s ac- 
tions last fall after Watson’s troubles 
became known, as well as the con- 
tinuing tension between Watson and 
the other councilmembers, as well as 
his unusual exchanges with city staff. 

Watson was removed as mayor by 
other councilmembers on Oct. 20, 
2021, following internal disclosure of 
the alleged harassment. In proposing 
that night’s vote of “no confidence” in 
Watson, then-Councilmember Emily 
Grace Goldstein stated that “we owe it 
to the people of Arcata to make it clear 
we do not align ourselves with the 
actions of Councilmember Watson.” 
But under high scrutiny and with le- 
gal landmines everywhere, no one at 
City Hall has been willing to disclose 
the underlying reasons for the state- 
ment and the “no confidence” vote as 
the investigation proceeded. 

An investigation into the unspec- 
ified allegations was launched with 
use of the outside law firm. The report 
“does not draw any legal conclusions 
or assess whether any City policies or 
State laws were violated,” but it does 
include a reference copy of the city’s 
Zero Tolerance Policy Against Dis- 
crimination and/or Harassment. 

The alleged victim’s acount 

The report includes testimony 
from the employee that Watson’s pro- 
fessional relationship with her “start- 
ed to change in 2019, after Watson 
became the Mayor.” At this point, he 
began to question her authority, us- 
ing an “accusatory tone” in meetings. 

The employee learned of Watson’s 
“mental health issues, including se- 
vere [redacted],” which required her 
to spend time helping him under- 
stand and remember information. 

Watson, the employee’s testimo- 
ny says, began to spend more time at 
City Hall, at some point, “she thought 
that he was coming in to spend more 
time with her.” 

The employee first learned of Wat- 
son’s “romantic feelings for her” after 
he met with a League of California 
Cities official in Sacramento in late 
2019. Afterward, the official called the 
employee to tell her that Watson had 
spoken of “strong feelings” for the 
employee, and “had a crush on her.” 

As the situation deteriorated, Wat- 


son reportedly “became possessive” 
of the employee in September, 2019, 
when she went on a business trip to 
Modesto with a different councilmem- 
ber. The “enraged” Watson, who ques- 
tioned other councilmembers about 
the choice. At this, the employee told 
Watson he’d “crossed a line.” 

Watson, she said, “told her he was 
mad at her and wanted to schedule a 
closed session to discuss her perfor- 
mance,” but that “one day she would 
‘even it out’ by traveling alone with 
him. At the end of the conversation, 
Watson repeatedly apologized, say- 
ing, “I’m sorry, I’m sorry, I’m sorry.” 

But the problematic behavior only 
worsened going into 2020, when 
Watson began to contrive issues with 
city business as an excuse to spend 
time with her. He would then apolo- 
gize and tell her that he was going to 
“work on his behavior.” 

However, he didn’t let go of the 
love/hate coercion, sometimes remi- 
niscent of a smitten schoolboy acting 
out in bizarre and bullying ways to win 
a schoolyard playmate’s attentions. 

A ‘crush,’ boundaries 
and the ‘Brett Act’ 

In May, 2020, Watson yelled at the 
employee, “saying he did not think 
anyone should trust her and she was 
doing things that he did not think she 
was supposed to do” such as compos- 
ing council agendas. 

On May 12, Police Chief Brian 
Ahearn noticed someone perhaps 
vandalizing the employee’s car tires 
in the parking lot. It was Watson, who 
“told her that he said horrible things 
to her, so he wanted to make it up to 
her by cleaning her tires.” 

On May 20, he confessed to “feel- 
ings” for her, calling it a “crush.” 

“You need to know these feelings 
are really deep,” he told her. “They’re 
not just regular feelings, not some- 
thing that will just blow over.” The 
employee replied that he “needed to 
work through his feelings for her on 
his own.” Watson called her “the best 
friend he ever had,” but she explained 
to Watson that “she could not be his 
best friend because he is her boss and 
she could not be any more than that.” 

Watson allegedly became “very 
mad” and said that they could “do the 
employer-employee thing” and that 
“it was easy for him to be cold-blood- 
ed and tell her everything she was do- 
ing wrong.” 

Anote by the employee included in 
the report’s Exhibit 1 documents that 
she told him during a June 10, 2020 
walk that “I have not and would not 
cheat emotionally or physically on my 
husband. Never have and never will 
and perhaps it creates a safe space for 
him and [redacted].” 

On a June 18 walk, Watson report- 
edly “wanted to talk about his philos- 
ophy of rules and that rules were not 
for him. In particular, Watson spoke 
about the Brown Act, and said it was 
acceptable for him to talk to multiple 
Councilmembers because he followed 
what he called the ‘Brett Act.’ [Redact- 
ed] stated that Watson made this com- 
ment in a joking manner, but she did 
not believe he was joking” based on 
accounts from other councilmembers. 

Watson reportedly stated that “he 
was the only Councilmember who did 
anything, so the two of them were 
running the City.” 

Barraging the employee with 
emails at “all hours,” Watson also told 
her that “she was all he had and that 
he needed her.” This cycle of affection 
and threats was to grind on relent- 
lessly through ensuing months. 

On announcing she was taking a 
week-long family vacation in August, 
Watson “called her on a Friday night 
to tell her that he was mad she was 
going on vacation because he was go- 


ing to miss her and he did not know 
how he could be away from her for 
one week.” He reportedly contacted 
her “constantly” during her vacations. 

In September, the harassed em- 
ployee said, Watson started to “spi- 
ral” again. After she “decided to set 
some boundaries” a series of setbacks 
then befell Watson. States the report, 
“He left his wife, got into a bad car 
accident and totaled his car, and his 
father passed away.” The employee 
stated that “she hurt for him because 
she knew he was in shock.” 

She described a deterioration in 
Watson’s mental health, saying he 
was “catatonic” at times in January 
and February 2021: “Sometimes he 
was very focused and obsessed about 
meeting with her,” and that “he did 
not care about COVID-19 and wanted 
to see her in person.” 

Hugs and ‘hitting the wall’ 

At this point, he reportedly at- 
tempted to escalate physical contact 
with the employee. States the report: 

“[Redacted] shared that at some 
point, Watson told her that he need- 
ed a hug, so she gave him a hug and 
then it became part of their ritual 
every time they saw each other. Ac- 
cording to [redacted] on some occa- 
sions Watson went to her office and 
told her that he did not need to talk 
about anything but needed a hug. Ad- 
ditionally, when they were on walks 
and stopped at an overlook or at a big 
hill, he asked her for hugs. [Redact- 
ed] explained she would give Watson 
a hug because she knew they would 
not go anywhere until he got a hug. 
[Redacted] acknowledged there were 
occasions when she initiated the hug 
with Watson so they could start walk- 
ing again. She noted that 90 percent 
of the time they hugged, Watson initi- 
ated or asked for a hug. 

“[Redacted] stated that there were 
occasions when Watson went to her 
office and would not leave without a 
hug. She stated that in general, she 
did not mind hugging people, but in 
her opinion, Watson’s hugs lasted for 
longer than 20 to 30 seconds, which 
she opined was too long.” 

By June of 2021, the employee said 
she was “done” with Watson’s needi- 
ness and resisted the constant contact. 
He told her that instead of walking, 
they should jog together. She told him 
that was a social, not professional ac- 
tivity as were the routine COVID-com- 
pliant employee walks, and “not some- 
thing she wanted to do with her boss.” 

Watson objected to her bound- 
ary-setting, calling it “hurtful and un- 
fair.” [Redacted] told Watson she was 
“exhausted and tired of the harass- 
ment and the abuse and she could not 
take it anymore. She stated that she 
screamed at Watson for approximate- 
ly five minutes because she ‘hit her 
wall’ with him and felt overwhelmed.” 
She told him that “his harassment 
needed to end.” 

States the report: “She explained 
to Watson that had he been a City 
employee and treated another wom- 
an employee similarly, he would have 
been fired because his behavior was 
‘out of control’ and he needed to fig- 
ure out a way to ‘unhook’ from her.” 

The arrest 

On Aug. 1, 2021, Watson was ar- 
rested on charges of DUI and pos- 
session of cocaine. He called the em- 
ployee from jail, sounding drunk, and 
asked for a ride home as his wife,with 
whom he had reconciled, was out of 
town. The employee picked him up at 
3:30 a.m., but declined his invitation 
to go inside his house with him. 

A rubber band, forced 
napping and wine 

In September of 2021, a new ther- 
apist advised Watson to wear a rub- 
ber band and snap it when he felt anx- 


ious. “According to [redacted],”states 
the report, “Watson asked her to give 
him a band ‘because it would mean so 
much more coming from her’.” She 
took a rubber band from her desk 
drawer and gave it to him. 

Watson’s efforts to manipulate the 
employee ratcheted up further during a 
September trip to a League of California 
Cities (LCC) conference in Sacramento 
with her and another councilmember. 

According to an unnamed co-at- 
tendee, during one session, she heard 
Watson snapping the band on his 
wrist so loudly that she told him they 
needed to leave the room. 

At one point, he insisted the em- 
ployee finish drinking a bottle of wine 
that had been left over from dinner 
with him. “Watson said she promised 
him they would finish the wine and 
she should have one more drink with 
him,” states the report. [Redacted] 
told Watson, ‘I’m not doing that,’ and 
that he needed to accept her decision.” 

A Watson confidante at the con- 
vention told the employee that Watson 
was “absolutely obsessed with her.” 

Talk of resignations 

On returning to Arcata, the employ- 
ee contacted the city attorney over the 
matter. But Watson reportedly became 
“super obsessive.” States the report: 

“[Redacted] told Watson that they 
could not both continue working for 
the City and that he needed to take 
responsibility for his actions and step 
down. She explained to him that she 
was struggling as a woman leader in 
the community because she rid the 
City of a lot of harassment, but she 
continued to be subjected to his con- 
stant abuse and harassment because 
of his obsession with her. She told 
him she was considering leaving her 
position with the City because of how 
he treated her, but she was going to 
give him the chance to ‘make it right’ 
and make a decision regarding his 
continuing role on the City Council... 
But once more, he didn’t resign, and 
“this did not surprise her.” 

During a closed session, all the oth- 
er councilmembers reportedly urged 
Watson to resign the council. At the 
ensuing Oct. 20 meeting, the un-agen- 
dized “no confidence” vote was taken. 

Watson seemed to have trouble se- 
curing legal representation. 

“Watson was not interviewed as 
part of the investigation,” states the 
report. “Efforts to secure his partic- 
ipation began on January 21, 2022, 
when the undersigned sent Wat- 
son’s attorney, Amelia Burroughs, 
an email requesting to schedule 
Watson’s interview at a mutually 
convenient date and time. On Feb- 
ruary 8, 2022, Burroughs advised 
that she was no longer representing 
Watson. On February 14, 2022, Wat- 
son’s new attorney, Linda Mitlyng 
contacted the undersigned and on 
March 1, 2022, after exchanging sev- 
eral emails in an effort to schedule 
Watson’s interview, Mitlyng notified 
the undersigned that she no longer 
represented Watson. On March 8, 
2022, the undersigned learned that 
Watson was represented by attor- 
ney Elan Firpo. Counsel for the City 
communicated directly with Firpo to 
attempt to secure a date for Watson’s 
interview, but on March 25, 2022, 
Firpo notified the City’s attorney 
that she was no longer representing 
Watson.” 

Interviews with unnamed col- 
leagues compound and expand on 
the alleged victim’s testimony. His 
alleged obsession with the employee 
was widely observed at City Hall, as 
was his brusque treatment of city staff 
members. (Read the interview sum- 
maries at madriverunion.com.) 

Findings of Fact 
The report found the testimony of 


the harassed employee and the wit- 
nesses credible, with no motivation 
to lie or exaggerate. States the report, 
“There is no reason to conclude that 
any of the witnesses interviewed as 
part of this investigation were dishon- 
est or not credible witnesses.” 

The report notes that the employee’s 
statements were corroborated by the 
witnesses as well as the approximate- 
ly 500 text and email messages Wat- 
son had sent her. It affirms as factual 
a situation wherein Watson was both 
attempting to win the employee’s affec- 
tions while threatening her job security. 

Among the messages cited are one 
from March 14, 2020 which stated, “I 
love you so much and I’m so grate- 
ful to have you as some one [sic] I 
can confide in.” The following June 
8, Watson sent a scolding text com- 
plaining about unreturned texts and 
stated, “We need each other more 
than ever and I’m not feeling the love 
being reciprocated when I hear your 
communications go unanswered.” 

More messages include romantic 
pleadings, expressions of emotion- 
al pain and sadness and requests for 
hugs. Continues the report, “Although 
Watson did not demand sexual favors 
from [the employee] he demanded 
her time and emotional support, and 
when she was unable or unwilling 
to give him what he demanded, he 
threatened her employment.” The re- 
port estimates that Watson spent six 
times as much time with the employ- 
ee as did other councilmembers. 

“Watson was unable to accept the 
reasonable boundaries [the employee] 
tried to create between them,” states 
the report. “He manipulated her by 
using his mental health issues as a rea- 
son for them to spend time together.” 

The report’s conclusion 

“Based upon the foregoing, the alle- 
gations against Watson are sustained. 
The preponderance of the evidence 
establishes that more likely than not, 
Watson engaged in the conduct at- 
tributed to him by and that this con- 
duct was an abuse of his power as a 
City Councilmember. It is more likely 
than not that Watson’s conduct was 
motivated by his romantic feelings for 
[the employee] and his desire to spend 
time with her in person or remain in 
constant communication with her via 
telephone and/or text message.” 

City policy 

The city’s anti-harassment policies 
read almost like an instruction manu- 
al for Watson’s alleged actions. 

The City’s of Arcata’s Zero Toler- 
ance Policy definition of prohibited 
“Quid Pro Quo” harassment: 

“Quid pro quo sexual harassment 
occurs when an employer explicitly or 
implicitly makes submission to some 
form of unwelcome sexual advance a 
term or condition of employment or 
submission is used as the basis for 
employment decisions affecting the 
employee. This could be behavior as 
blatant as a request for sexual favors 
in return for a promotion or some- 
thing more vague, such as a bad re- 
view following a refusal to go out ona 
date with the reviewer.” 

“The policy’s “examples of prohib- 
ited conduct” include verbal harass- 
ment, which “might include inappro- 
priate sexually oriented comments 
on appearance, including dress or 
physical features or racially orient- 
ed stories; verbal sexual advances or 
propositions; making or threatening 
reprisals after a negative response to 
sexual advances.” 

Declares the policy: “The City 
strongly disapproves of and will not 
tolerate discrimination/harassment 
of employees by managers, supervi- 
sor, co-workers, clients or vendors, 
City Council members, and Commit- 
tee or Commission members.” 
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Valley West's reimagining continues, with

ARCATA — In the 29 years since 
Frank Zappa died, countless ensem- 
bles have cropped up, attempting to 
replicate the absurdist virtuosity of 
a Zappa show. Few, however, can 
boast the participation of one of 
Frank’s most revered lead singers. 

Next Friday, May 20 at Arca- 
ta’s Humbrews, you can behold 
just such a rockin’ teenage combo 
— in this case, the 15-piece Stink- 
foot Orchestra (SFO) — deploying 
their sonic Zappa distortion field. 

Further elevating the escapade 
will be a genuine Zappa alumni, 
the man Frank himself hired to 
front his band — Napoleon Mur- 
phy Brock. The legendary sax man 
and singer (and vivid storyteller) 
was part of the Zappa band that 
included George Duke, Ruth Un- 
derwood and Chester Thompson, 
and sang on classic FZ tunes such 
as “Pygmy Twylyte,” “Cheepnis” 
and “Carolina Hardcore Ecstasy.” 

On being asked to appear with 
a Zappa-oriented band, Brock he 
reviews their demo tape to hear 
whether or not the music is being 
performed “correctly.” That’s no 
small feat when the tunes are fes- 
tooned with Frank’s trademark 
tricky tinkertoys, polyrhthymic 
note blizzards, knots of nested 
tuplets and the occasional ram- 
paging giant poodle. Not all make 
the grade, but the SFO did. 

“T know the difference,” Brock 
said. “I was there.” 

The band’s exertions are well 
appreciated by Zappa fans. 

“People come up to me teary- 


chant Humbrews. 

eyed at shows, saying, ‘We can’t 
possibly fathom the amount of 
work that goes into pulling this 
off, but we appreciate all the work 
you put into doing it right’,” said 
SFO founder Nick Chargin. 

That requires carefully balanc- 
ing the labors of a 6-piece horn 
section with the rock and percus- 
sion side of things, plus deft pac- 
ing of the ultra-demanding songs 

“Everything is coordinated,” 
Chargin said, for maximum mu- 
sical coherence. “There are con- 
siderations on many different lev- 
els.” A “pretty intense medley” of 
full-band songs will be followed by 
more basic Frank fare that gives the 
horn section “a chance to breathe,” 
and for the multi-instrumentalists 
to switch off with each other. 

While organizing a small plat- 
toon of musicians to play difficult 
music for nominal compensation 
is a heavy lift, love and luck have 
played their role as well. “So many 
serendipitous things have hap- 
pened,” Chargin said. These in-

Beautiful shiny objects 


All too often, when dealing with financ- 
es, our friends in government are happy to 
stand in front of us, pull a shiny object out 
of their front pocket, hold it over their head 
and say “Look at this beautiful, shiny ob- 
ject.” In this case the shiny object is $2.5 
million in savings on pension payments for 
Arcata Fire. 

What is in their back pocket: unfunded 
liability, pension debt payments, services 
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not provided, are not discussed as much. 
My approach is: “Half way home isn’t home 
and a half truth is not the truth.” I ask, 
What’s in your back pocket?” How much 
will be spent, how much in services, will be 
taken away to save this money? 

Eureka brought forth Measure H, which 
took Eureka’s 0.5 percent sales tax and 
added 0.75 percent for a new 1.25 percent 
sales tax. The 1.25 percent sales tax was 
projected to bring in $9.6 million. The ex- 
isting 0.5 percent will bring in $3.84 mil- 
lion, with the 0.75 percent increase bring- 
ing in $5.76 million. With the pension debt 
payments of $6 million in 2021, up to $6.3 
million in 2022, and increasing to $8.4 
million in 2029, the increase in tax from 
Measure H just about covers the current 
yearly pension debt payments. Eureka City 
Officials are not much on bringing that as- 
pect of Eureka finances to the public. 

How long are we going to go through this 
cycle of increasing pension debt payments, 
services cut or not provided, tax increase 
that doesn’t completely cover even the 
pension debt payment, then loss of service 
again, and another tax increase? Over the 
past 11 years, Humboldt County’s pension 
obligations have increased from 18 percent 
of total payroll costs to over 32 percent 
of payroll obligations. Due to recent rais- 
es and increased pension debt payments, 
Hum(Co will have an additional $95 million 
in expenses in FY 2023-2024. Yikes! 

This community will lose a tremendous 
amount of funding over the next decade 
due to pension debt payments. I believe 
each governmental agency should provide 
us with a Pension Debt Service Impact 
Report, which specifically lists that years 
pension debt payment and what services 
were cut and not provided due to pension 
debt payments. DHHS Director Connie 
Beck provided a very detailed explanation 
of funding lost and what services would be 
diminished if the Single Audit was not pro- 
vided. But that is a different story.

Mack High needs a cafeteria 

It's been 40 years since I attended 
McKinleyville High School. My children 
also attended and graduated from Mack 
High. One thing all of us have in common 
are the miserable experiences we had try- 
ing to find warm, dry places to acquire and 
eat our lunches. 


McKinleyville High School does not have 
a cafeteria. Food brought to the multi-pur- 
pose room for “grab-n-go” lunch is pre- 
pared at another facility and transported 
to the school every day. Students are told 
this food is “grab-n-go” and they must take 
it somewhere else to eat. (In the past few 
years, a couple tables inside the multi-pur- 
pose room are brought out for student use, 
but that’s not enough for all the students to 
use.) Students who don’t have access to ve- 
hicles will look for an unlocked classroom 
or just shiver in the open air hallways. (One 
of my children was reprimanded for hud- 
dling too close to classmates for warmth.) 
Students who have access to vehicles will 
go to them and start them up for heat and 
eat inside or drive home or to food estab- 
lishments. 

Here are the problems with this situa- 
tion: 

1. Not providing a safe, warm place to 
acquire and eat lunch is not conducive to a 
healthy learning environment. A cold, shiv- 
ering, stressed student is at a disadvantage 
to his/her peers. 

2. Food made off-site has to be transport- 
ed to the school on a daily basis. This “grab- 
no-go” food is not optimal for the nutrition- 
al needs of growing bodies and minds. 

3. The transport of food to Mack High is 
a waste of gasoline and contributes to pol- 
lution and global warming. 

4. The need of students to leave campus 
in their vehicles to acquire food and find a 
warm place to eat is a waste of gasoline and 
contributes to pollution and global warming. 

5. Leaving campus for lunch is some- 
thing students should be able to choose to 
do instead of something they have to do to 
out of necessity. They deserve to be treated 
with dignity; leaving them out in the cold is 
the opposite of that. 

Bottom line: It’s 40-plus years overdue 
for Mack High build an on-site cafeteria, 
have nutritious food prepared on site, and 
provide a warm, safe place for students to 
eat lunch on campus. This isn’t rocket sci- 
ence; it’s caring about our youth and their 
rights to be treated humanely. 

I invite NHUHSD staff and Mack High 
staff and students to respond to this letter 
with their opinions on this matter.
